SUPREME COURT 
APPROVES RATE 


Rallway Commission of 
Florida Wins Victories 


in Rate Cases. 


Tallahassee, Fla., October 21.—(Spe. 
elal.)—The supreme court of Florida has 
fendered opinions and judgments in gev- 
eral important cases, sustaining in 
@ach instance the position taken by the 
Ploride reilroad commission in its efforts 
to adjus: the freight rates charged by 
@eommon carriers in this state upon ship- 
ments of phosphate. The decisions rern- 
@ered today are regarded as signal vic- 
tories for the railroad commission, and 
@s tending to effectually strengthen that 
arm of the state government in its ef- 
forts ty .bring relief to the shippers of 
®lorida. 

In the case of the State ex rel. W. 
H,. Ellis, attorney general, and J. M. 
Barrs, as specia] counse}] of the’ rail- 
road commissionerg@, plaintiff, v. Atlan- 
tic Coast Line Railroad Company, tre- 
Spondent, a most lucid opinion and 
judgment were rendered. 

The amended return of the resnvondent 
filed last July presented the two issues: 
First, that the phosphate rate here 
scught to be enforced was in and of it- 
self unreasonable; and, second, that 
taken in connection with the other 
Schedule of freight rates enforced by 
the state rgilroad commission in Florida, 
its enforcement would result in and of 
the equa] protection of the law, con- 
trary to the guarantee of the constitu- 
ticn of the Unite@ States and the 


-ainendments thereof.

There are given figures to show that the 
total cost of construction, equipment, 
etc., of the road in Florida has been 
about $15,500,000, but nothing to show 
what the depreciation has been nor what 
the present value is. To questions asked 
by the railroad commission as to ex- 
penses of fuel and other operating items, 
the respondent replied that it could not 
It seems that the re- 
spondent in operating its line through 
several states has a scheme of distribut- 
ing its incomes and expenses according to 
states, but this scheme is not made 
clear to us, nor has it so divided its do- 
mestic and foreign business that we 
can say that the net earning of only 3% 
per cent on the total cost of construc- 
tion, equipment, etc., is a confiscation of 
{ts property, or in any wise an infringe- 
ment upon its constitutional rights.”

SIGNS OF RAIN 
STILL MISSING 


Fair Weather Is the Pro- 
gramme Announced for 
| Today. 


“No, there’s no rain in sight just now,” 
remarked Forecaster Marbury, as he 
glanced over the roofs of the many 
houses below him, ‘‘We look into the fu- 
ture, as it were, about thirty-six lours, 
and today we have made a thorough ex- 
amination, but there is not a droy of rain 
within the scope of our observation. And 
yet no one can say with a degree of 
absolute certainty that there won't be 
rain hére before many days. Certainly 
we need it. If rain was ever needed in 


Turning to his charts and books of 
record, the forecaster took on a reminis- 
cent look as he remarked: 

“But Atlanta has had it just as baa. 
There were dry years here from 1890 to 
1896, inclusive, and during that period, 
that series of years you might call it, 
fhere was mighty little water fall. From 
1890 to 1896 the water fall was away 
below normal. Ninety-seven was the first 
year from 1890 that showed the first 
norma] water fall."’ 

Glancing over his papers. some grown 
brown with age, the study of which 
brightened the forecaster’s face, he re- | 
marked: 

“The two driest years I can see since 
1869 were 1876 and 1896.”’ 

The weather record work in this sec- 
tion had its birth in 1859. The service 
and the work during that time was what 
might be called voluntary.

Whoever was respon- 
sibie for the failure of the military to 
do its full duty at Statesboro admin- 
istered a blow not only to the state 
soldiery, but to the state itself, which 
was most damaging. Not only was 
the prestige of Georgia’s soldiery dam- 
aged in the eyes of the outside world, 
but if this affair had peen glossed 
over or whitewashed, the sentiment 
of the taxpayers of the state would 
have been strongly against further ap- 
propriations for the support of the 
militia. 

We do not pretend to say.that Cap- 
tain Hitch did not act in accordance 
with his judgment under the surround.

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The Trusts Versus Unionism. 

The labor vote, where not coerced 
by the power of employment, will be, 
found to be for Judge Parker on No. | 
vember 8. The attitude of the trusts | 
toward labor, and the relation of the 
republican party to the trusts, ex- 
plains the unmistakable drift of the 
wage-earners of the land to the demo- 
cratic party. 

The trusts signalized their firm in- 
trenchment behind republican breast- 
works eight years ago by slowly, inr- 
sidiously, but surely, beginning to 
break down trade unionism. This is 
the next move contemplated after per- 
fecting their monopolistic designs 
upon the con#uming public, and it 
must be admitted that they have al- 
ready made significant headway. 
Union labor has, perhaps, never suf- 
fered such a blow as the outcome cf 
the stockyards strike in Chicago, in 
which the most oppressive of all 
American trusts won its point, throw- 
ing thousands of striking unionists 
out of employment and forcing other 
thousands of them to go back to work | 
alongside of non-union workmen, 10,- 
000 of whom are negroes. 

By a careful census it has been 
found that there are rully 100,000 men 
out of employment in Chicago today, 
many of them holders of union cards, 
and the bulk of this class the victims 
of the trust purpose to break the back- 
bone of trade unionism at any cost. 
The same is the case in the other 
great industrial centers of the couii- 
try.’ During the brief Roosevelt ad- 
ministration strikes, and great strikes 
at that, have been the order of the 
day. The cause of these strikes will, 
upon thoughtful investigation, te 
found to be connected with the trust 
plan to do to labor what it has done 
to the- purchasing public, i. e., dictate 
terms to it. The trust will brook no 
domination from government, and it 
is galling to its pride of power to 
have to, even temporarily, make work- 
ing terms with the trade unions. Un- 
less the political power of these huge 
monopolies is broken by a change of 
federal administration, the work par- 
tially successful in the great packing 
plants of the country will proceed 
with a boldness and determination 
that will surprise the conservative 
sentiment of the American people. 
The next four years will see the trusts 
locked in a death grapple with trade 
unionism if the republican party is 
retained in federa] power, and they 
will see the increased standing army 
engaged in the employment the trust 
politicians have mapped out for it, 
namély, doing police duty to protect 
strike-breakers.
